Was Nearly £2,000,000 

A Toby jug of Mr, Winston 
Chiurchill’s resolute and cheerful face 
is a best seller in the United States 
and Canada.

All told, Britain shipped nearly 2,0 
000,000 worth more pottery overseas 
last year than the year before, and 
was at the same time’ making much 
more industrial pottery for home 
use, especially chemical stoneware, to 
take the place of metals needed for 
the war. Chemical stoneware is now 
being used for pipe lines, valves, 
tanks, and storage vessels.

Soviet Russia leaves the actual 
fighting to men, but hundreds of wo- 
men have gone to the war front, serv- 
ing chiefly in the medical services. 
Many women who are not doctors or 
nurses are serving in military. head- 
quarters as interpreters, stenograph- 
ers, clerks and similar positions. 

But the woman's place in war has 
been designated formally by the 
Soviets as behind the lines, replacing 
men who have gone to the front.

Two English villages, whose ‘debe 
are recorded in William the Con- 
queror’s Domesday Book, supply 
Britain's fighting forces with mil- 
fons of packets of potato crisps. 

They come from 20,000 tons of 
potatoes, grown on the world’s larg- 
est potato farm and producing about 
125,000,000 packets of “crisps” a 
year. It is the biggest purely agricul- 
tural estate in Esgland, covering an 
area 7% miles long by 4½ miles wide

fenland. It is served by @ light rail- 
way, with 30 miles of track, 120 
trucks and five Diesel engines, and it 
takes in the whole of the village of 
Nocton and most of Dunston.

. Line In Worid 
Locomotives to cross the Andes 
over the highest railway line in the 
world are to be made in Great Bri- 


‘tain. 


They are for the Central Railway 
of Peru, the summit of which is 15,- 
806 feet above sea level, the great- 
est height of any standard guage 
railway anywhere. iy 

The line has 41 bridges, 61 tunnels 
and 13 reversing stations. It twists 
up* the Andes for 74 miles of prac- 
tically 1 in 25 grade. Here each of 
the two locomotives about to be made 
in Britain will take a load of from 
350 to 400 tons. ; 
They are 2-8-0 engines of general 
utilit: ty, type tor passenger and goods 
trains, with tenders arranged for oll - 
burning and weighing 174 tons each:

Australia Takes Measures Against 
‘Possible. Jap Invasion 

Melbourne Air Minister John Me- 
Ewen disclosed that Australia has 
established a strong tring of defence 
and reconnaissance air bases against 
possible invasion. 

Mr. McEwen and Air Chief, Mar- 
hal Sir Charles Stuart Burnett, chief 
of. staff of the Royal Australian Air 
Force, have just returned from an 
inspection of the advanced opéra- 
tional bases. 

The air minister said that the new 
bases would be a formidable barrier 
should any enemy attempt to pierce 
them. Catalina flying boats, he said, 
are conducting long sea patrols and 
reconnaissance flights over waters in 
which Australia is vitally. interested. 


Iran Problem 


Danger Of German Infiltration Is 
Pointed Out 
London. Great Britain has warn- 
ed Iran of the danger of German 
infiltration and has urged the Iranſan 
government to take effective meas- 
ures at once to deal with the situa- 
tion, it was announced. Russia is 
co-operating closely wich Britain on 
the Iranian problem. 

The announcement was made only 
a few hours after receipt of diplo- 
matic reports in Ankara that ascoup 
might be attempted against the Shah 
of Iran soon along the same lines 
as the Rashid Ali revolt against the 
Iraq government, a German inspired 
attempt to complicate the British 
problem in the Middle East.
